She met Riccardi in July 1945 
when she sought to sell her estate 
at Mor N. J“ She said Rie- 
cardi posed as a successful lawyer, 
prosperous Arizona rancher and 
‘prospective buyer.

As recounted by Attorney Gen- 
eral Goldstein, Riccardi, 58 years 
old, that same evening escorted 
the princess to a New Jersey road 
house. She confided that she was

WASHINGTON, May 2 (AP)— 


A House- passed bill extending rent 
control, 


but letting each city, 
town and county decide whether 
to take it or leave it, was in the 
hands of the Senate today. 

The local option“ feature im- 
mediately got a friendly recep- 
tion there, 


The House approved the meas- 
ure 204 to 182 last night, after 
beating down attempts to require 
a 10 per cent rent increase where 
ceilings now apply. 

Provisions of Bill. 

Modified in several ways that 
are not to President Truman’s 
liking, the bill: 

1. Provides for continuation of 
controls from June 30 to Dec. 31, 
with the President given author- 
ity to continue them by procla- 
mation to March 31, 1948, if he 
deems this advisable. Truman 
asked for extension of controls 
in their present form until June 

; 8. ; 

2. Provides that “the govern- 
Ing body in any county, city or 
town may in their discretion ter- 
minate rent control earlier by a 
finding that the necessity there- 
for no longer exists.” This 
amendment was adopted by a 
vote of 129 to 84. It would not 
apply to state rent control laws. 

3. Authorizes landlords to in- 
crease rents 15 per cent in re- 
turn for a two-year lease if the 
tenant agrees, 

4. Exempts from ceilings all 
new houses and apartments and 
any that have not been rented 
in the last two years. 

5. Abolishes all Government 
priority and allocation controls 
over building materials and con- 

struction under the Veterans“ 
Housing Act, except that the 
Government may require a per- 
mit for construction of build- 
ings to bé used for amusement 
or recreational purposes. 

6. Retains veterans’ prefer- 
ences to buy or rent new homes 
and continues Government mort- 
gage insurance on new homes 
“up to 90 per cent of value. 

In the Senate, the Republican 
whip, Senator Wherry of Nebras- 
ka, told reporters “I especially 
like the local option idea.” 

Senator Capehart (Rep.), Indi- 
ana, commented: “Generally 
speaking, the House bill is about 
the best that can be had at the 
moment. It is quite satisfactory.” 

Wherry said it may be late this 
month or early next before the 
Senate acts on a rent bill, The 
chamber currently is debating la- 
bor legislation and tax cutting is

The Senate Banking Committee 
—which also rejected proposals 
for a 10 per cent across-the-board 
increase in ceilings—has approved 
a measure continuing rent con- 
trols to next March 1.

BY CONCILIATORS 


‘Beginning to See Light 
of Day,’ They Say as 
Conferences Are Inten- 
sified—Silent on New 
Compromise Plan. 


WASHINGTON, May 2 (AP)— 
Government conciliators reported 
“some progress” today in intensi- 
fied negotiations aimed at a settle- 
ment of the important long-lines 
phase of the hationwide telephone 
strike — now in its twenty-sixth 
day. 

The conciliators, Peter Manno 
and William Margolis, declined to 
say whether they had submitted a 
compromise wage proposal] to com- 
pany-union officials or whether 
A.T.&T. had made a wage offer. 
The union is asking a $6 weekly 
increase, but A.T.&T. has main- 
tained the entire wage issue 
should be submitted to arbitration. 

At this morhing’s meeting at 

the Labor Department, company 
and union officials first met 
separately, then Held a joint con- 
ference, The two groups separated 
several times as though they were 
considering proposals. 
* Expressing guarded optimism, 
the concillators told reporters: 
“We have made some progress.” 
Manno added, we're beginning to 
see the light of day.” 

They have not disclosed their 
formula but there were indica- 
tions it might be a proposal for: 
1. An immediate wage increase, 
smaller than the $6 a week de- 


tion of Telephone Workers. 

2. An arbitration board to de- 
termine the extent of any fur- 
ther raises, if any.

WASHINGTON, May 2 (AP)— 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
says wholesale market prices on 
900 commodities fell an average 
of three-tenths of 1 per cent dur- 
ing the week ended last Saturday. 

The bureau's report said de- 
clines were reported in all non- 
agricultural commodity groups ex- 
cept house furnishings. Among 
the declines were prices for cotton 
print cloth and sheeting, which 
dropped as much as 13 per cent, 
scrap steel, bar silver and many 
industrial oils. 

The BLS index for all foods 
was down 1.2 per cent despite 
rises in eggs, fresh fruits and 


vegetables. Farm prices in gen- 
éral, however, including non-food 
items such as cotton, were up 1.3 
per cent. 

The bureau reported today its 
cost-of-living index rose 2 per cent 
to a record 156.3 per cent of the 
1935-39 average between Feb. 15 
and March 15, but said a special 
survey showed food prices had 
dropped about 5 of 1 per cent by 
April 15. Food prices usually in- 
crease between mid-March and 
mid-April.

SHANGHAI, May 2 (AP)—Small 
change is a thing of the past in 
Shanghai.

Colleagues 
of Vandenberg said he is against 
the plan on the ground it would 
be regarded as a move to junk 
the 15-year-old Norris-LaGuardia 
Anti-Injunction Act. 

Taft said he still is undecided 
whether to press for an amend- 
ment which would authorize 
United States district attorneys to 
seek injunctions. His alternative 
would be to accept the bill as it 
stands, vesting the power in the 
National Labor Relations Board. 
Taft said that in any event he 
intends to hold out for a section 
of the amendment which would 
let private employers sue for dam- 
ages resulting from a jurisdiction- 
al strike or secondary boycott. 
A secondary boycott is a union 
effort to hit indirectly at an em- 
ployer by forcing other employers 
to quit doing business with him. 
A jurisdictional strike usually 
arises from a fight between unions 
as to which should do given work. 
Taft's position all along on the 
private employer injunction pro- 
vision has been that if it would 
cost the bill votes, he would agree 
to scrap it. 

He did not introduce the in junc- 
tion amendment himself.

co ittee to study the Palestine 
question. 

4. It should be borne in mind 
that the Agency does not speak 
for all Jews in the world. 

Warning by Lie. 
. Earlier in the day, U.N. Secre- 
tary General Trygve Lie warned 
the Steering Committee that the 
General Assembly would be mak- 
ing a drastic departure from prec- 
edent if it gave the Jews a voice 
in the Palestine debate. However, 
he raised no legal objections to 
hearing the Jewish side. 

Britain declared earlier that the 
Jews should be given a voice in 
the debate if any legal means 
could be found to provide a hear 
ing for them. 


Lie said that in the past many 
requests for participation had been 
received from non-governmental 
organizations but always had been 
turned down. 

It was felt, Lie said, that if 
the Assembly gave one concession 
it might have to give more later 
and thus subject itself to a flood 
of demands 


Basis of Arguments. 

As the committee debate pro- 
gressed it became clear that the 
arguments would be concerned 
mainly with the question of prece- 
dent and legality. 

Indian Delegate Asaf All said 
both Lie and Poland had .

*“eedural difficulties in the way. He 
agreed it would be “extremely 
difficult to create a precedent if 
you are not prepared to carry 
that out to an unlimited degree.” 

All earlier in the week had 
made a plea for Jewish repre- 
sentation. He said he would be 
satisfied now if all elements in 
Palestine—both Jews and Arabs— 
were given a chance to be heard 
by the proposed U.N. Palestine 
inquiry committee.

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Manhattan Crowds Give Mexican President 
Noisy Greeting as He Drives in Rain 
to City Hall Ceremony. 


| NEW YORK, May 2 (AP)— 
President Miguel Aleman of Mexi- 
co received New York’s indorse- 
ment of a good-neighbor policy 
today as he drove past cheering 
thousands to City Hall, where he 
declared Western Hemispheric 
solidarity is a “first step” in the 
purpose pursued by the United 
Nations. 

Thousands lined his route down 
to and through lower Manhattan 
despite a light rain that shrouded 
the great towers of the financial 
district rising above the flag- 
bedecked streets. 

President Aleman, standing in 
President Truman’s private tour- 
ing car driven here for the oc- 
casion, bowed and waved to the 
spectators as he drove along 
Broadway. 

Ticker tape showered on his 
bare head. There were cries of 
“viva Aleman!” It was one of the 
greatest welcomes New York has 
offered an official visitor since 
the War. ; 

Speaking from City Hall, where 
Mayor William O' Dwyer con- 
ferred honorary citizenship of 
New York City, Aleman asserted: 
“Mexico's contributions to the 
work of the United Nations has 
been heart-felt and generous. 
But Mexico believes that the first 
step we must take in the further- 
ance of the ends pursued by that 
organization is to uphold hemi- 
spheric solidarity strengthening 
the ties that bind the American 
republics together.” 
Kinship With U.S. 
Stressing Mexico's kinship with 
the United States, he said, “Let 
us remember that our countries 
are united by the similarity of 
their institutions and their com- 
mon love of freedom rather than 
by their geographical proximity 
and parallel histories.” — 7 
President Aleman referred to 
the selection of New York City 
as the seat of the United Nations 
and said: 3 
“The stricken, distressed peo- 
ples of the world are cing their 
faith in this organization which 
conducts the widest experiment 
yet attempted. by man to abolish 
war and to maintain peace on a 
basis of understanding and amity.

Initial 50 Million Credit to México 
Virtually Assured. 

WASHINGTON, May 2 (AP) — 
Government officials said that un- 
der an arrangement for additional 
credits to Mexico, announced yes- 
terday jointly by President Tru- 
man and President Aleman of 
Mexico, that nation is practically 
assured of initial credits of at 
least $50,000,000 from the United 
States Export-Import Bank on its 
application for loans of $150,000, 
000 to $175,000,000. The funds 
would be used for the develop- 
ment of Mexican power, irrigation 
and industrial projects. 

In addition, Mexico has applied 
to the World Bank for a loan of 
more than $208,000,000, but since 
the bank has not yet made any 
loans, no action on this request 
is expected in the near future. 

The agreement to stabilize the 
Mexican peso, which has been 
steady at approximately 20.6 Unit- 
ed States cents since 1940, will be 
an extension of similar agree- 
ments first undertaken in 1941 
and renewed each two years. The 
latest is due to expire June 30. 
President Truman, who recently 
was the Mexican President's guest 
in Mexico City, accompanied him 
to the train last night in Wasnh- 
ington. 

At a small, informal White 
House dinner, President Truman 
had awarded the Legion of Merit 
to the visitor for his “unswerving 
friendship to the United States 
and to the ideals of the good- 
neighbor policy.” 

After addressing a joint session 
of Congress at noon, President 
Aleman had gone to Mount Ver- 
non as a guest of Secretary Mar- 
shall on the presidential yacht 
Williamsburg. He placed a 


wreath on the tomb of George 
Washington, 


“It is up to the Steering Com- 
mittee,” he said, “to establish the 
form in which the Jewish Agency 
could be consulted.

“These business concerns will 
face the possibility of having to 
pay out billions of dollars in por- 
tal damages—a prospect hardly 
conducive to price cutting. Just 
the reverse can be expected.” 

They added that in the event of 
a veto the President also would 
have to “assume full blame for an 
inevitable state of labor unrest re- 
sulting, no doubt, in another 
round of crippling work stop- 
pages.”

“Until we know more of what 
our obligations are to be — na- 
tional and international—I would 
not reduce taxes at all,” Baruch 
said in a letter to Senator Scott 
W. Lucas (Dem.), Illinois, 


“I feel that we ought to cut our 
expenditures as much as we can, 
but not reduce taxes, 

“IT look upon this as a notice to 
the world that we intend to hold 
whatever position we take, if we 
have to hold it alone. Nothing 
can be so effective as to see this 
country get back into production 
and commence to pay off its 
debt.” 

Lucas read Baruch’s letter to 
the Senate Finance Committee 
after E. M. Voorhees, United 
States’ Steel Corp. director, said 
the federal tax system is a “wet 
blanket smothering the incentive” 
of business leaders. 

Baruch's position is the same as 
that of President Truman. 

Lucas had offered a substitute 
to the Republican-sponsored tax 
bill passed by the House. He said 
he still supported President Tru- 
man in opposing a tax cut, but of- 
fered the substitute because it ap- 
peared certain the Republican- 
dominated Congress would pass 
legislation reducing income taxes. 

Lucas maintained his bill would 
be fairer to wage earners. Among 
other things it would permit hus- 
bands and wives to divide fam- 
ily income for tax purposes. Ba- 
ruch indorsed this community 
property provision. 

Baruch said using surplus 
money to retire the public debt 
“would do more to bring about a 
business revival than cutting taxes 
until we see where we are.” 

He cautioned against eliminat- 
ing funds for the State Depart- 
ment’s international broadcasts.

VIEWS ON ITALIAN TREATY 


Committee Wants Him to Reply to Asserta- 
tions Ratification Runs Counter to 
Greek-Turk Aid Program. 


WASHINGTON, May 2 (AP)— 
The Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee decided today to ask 
Secretary of State George C. Mar- 
shall for a reply to assertions that 


the Italian peace treaty runs 
counter to President Truman's 
program of bulwarking Greece 
and Turkey against Communism. 

That was the chief argument 
made by critics of the treaty in

Chairman Vandenberg (Rep.), 
Michigan, announcing the close of 
opposition testimony, said Mar- 
shall and James F. Byrnes, former 
Secretary of State, have been 
asked to testify again next week. 
Both have previously urged. early 
approval of the agreement. 


The agreement provides for de- 
militarizing Italy and for the with- 
drawal of American troops from 
that country, Opposition witnesses 
argued this would leave the Ital- 
lan peninsula wide open to the 
same sort of Communist infiltra- 
tion Truman is trying to prevent 
in Greece and Turkey. 

Opponents also contend the 
treaty exacts too severe penalties 
from Italy in $365,000,000 repara- 
tions, of which Russia would col- 
lect $100,000,000. . 

At today’s hearing, Vandenberg 
produced a letter from Under Sec- 
retary of State Dean Acheson 
pledging return of Italian proper- 
ty seized in this country during 
the war. 

Acheson said the United States 
will ask the Italian Government 
to set aside part of these funds 
to meet American claims,\ par- 
ticularly those arising out of per- 
sonal injuries to civilians and 
military personnel mistreated in 
prisoner of war camps. 

Vandenberg told his colleagues 
the announcement “is evidence of 
our intention to deal with the new 
Italian Government on a basis of 
total generosity.” 


Senate Views on Relief, 

Meanwhile, some Senate Repub- 
licans rallied behind the Adminis-

Both Pledge to Co-op- 
erate on Labor Prob-

Work Out Unity. 


WASHINGTON, May 2 (A 
The AFL and CIO today rejected 
each other’s plan for a merger 
but agreed to co-operate on labor 
problems and eventually work out 
details of a consolidation. 

Leaders of the two labor orga- 
izationa concluded a two-day dis- 
cussion of merger possibilities 
with a joint statement pledging 
continued consideration of unity. 

CIO President Philip Murray 
told a press conference that “we 
met in a spirit of amity and seri- 
ously attempted to solve these 
tremendously importa-nt prob 
lems.” 

AFL’s Merger Plan. 

The AFL plan for merger, 
twhich was rejected by the five. 
CIO representatives, called for 
AFL affiliation by the CIO unions 
“as they are now organized with 
their full membership” by the next 
October convention of the AFL. 

The CIO unions would have “full 
privileged participation” in that 
conclave. This idea would have 
meant merely a reaffiliation for 
those CIO unions which were ex- 
pelled or suspended more thag . 
10 years ago, as well as affiliation 
for unions that had joined the 
CIO since then. 

C10’s Proposal. 

The CIO plan, which AFL Pres 
ident William Green said had been 
rejected by the AFL representa- 
tives, would have established a 
campaign “against vicious legisia- 
tion to destroy labor’s rights” and 
then set up a program to elimik 
nate jurisdictional disputes bee 
tween AFL and CIO unions as the 
second step. 

As a third step, “as the basis 
for further discussion of organic 
unity,” the CIO proposed that any 
new, combined labor organization 
should recognize the “principle of 
industrial organization.” 

It was a dispute over that prin- 
ciple that brought a split in the 
labor movenient in 1935 under the 
leadership of John L. Lewis, head 
of the United Mine Workers. The 
UMW has since returned to the 
AFL, and Lewis was one of the 
AFL peace delegates today. Lewis 
wanted them td organize mass

“The manifesto, and the purge 
that it intimates,” the statement 
concluded, “will be fought in an 
orderly way by UE members fear- 
lessly and in good conscience and 
in accordance with CIO trade un- 
ion principles under the protec- 
tion accorded them by the Ameri- 
can democratic process and the 
Constitution of the United States.” 

Asked to comment on the state- 
ment, William Sentner, an avowed 
Communist and general vice presi- 
dent of the union, said: We're 
too busy with negotiations to pay 
any attention to such disruption.”

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INACTIVE STATUS FOR NAVAL 
AIR STATION HERE ON JULY 1 


Its Operations Will Cease at Lambert Field 
on That Date—City Leasing 
It for $1 a Year. 


The United States Naval Air 
Station at Lambert-St. Louis Field 
is to be placed on inactive status 
next July 1, Capt. Roland Kauff- 
man, commanding officer, was in- 
formed late yesterday in a mes- 
sage from the Chief of Naval 
Operations. 

On that date, it was explained, 
operations of the station will have 
ceased, and the work of actually 
closing the station will have start- 


ed. The date when the Navy will 
finally leave the field ig not known 
yet. 

An agreement to remove all 
military activities from the field 
was reached by St. Louis city of- 
ficials and representatives of in- 
terested federal agencies in Wash- 
ington last Feb. 19 after two and 


one half weeks of negotiations. 


Capt. Kauffman said orders re- 
garding transfer of personnel, re- 
moval of Navy equipment and 
transfer of buildings at the sta- 
tion to the city will be received 
here later. 

The message received yesterday 
said only that “on account of the 
written request of the Mayor of 
St. Louis, present plans are to 
place the station on inactive status 
effective 1 July 1947.” 

Officials here do not know 
whether any arrangements can be 
made to train the about 1000 re- 
serve pilots and 600 reserve en- 


listed personnel in this-area who 
have been using the field. Near- 
est naval air stations are at 
Olathe, Kan., and Glenview, III., 
each about 300 miles away: 

The station has a complement of 
400 enlisted personnel and 31 of- 
ficers, There are about 100 planes 
at the station, used to train re- 
serve air crews, 

Capt, Kauffman said St. Louis 
will lose about $2,000,000 annually 
when the station is closed. The 


‘eum, he said, is paid in salaries 


and contract purchases from St. 
Louis merchants. 

Under the Washington agree- 
ment, the $7,500,000 station is to 
be leased to the city for 20 years 
at a rental of $1 a year. The city 
is to acquire a hangar, office 
building, machine shop, gasoline 
storage tanks, sewage disposal 
plant, barracks and auxiliary 
buildings. 

The Navy owns a total of about 
32 acres of land on both sides of 
Natural Bridge road at the air- 
port, The agreement to close the 
statiom was reached because the 
city’s representatives wanted more 
space at the alrport and because 
the station was said to constitute 
a hazard to commercial flying. 

The Naval Air Station was first 
opened in St. Louis at the foot of 
Ferry street in 1925. It was moved 
to the west side of Lambert Field 
in 1930, and in 1941 the present 
station at the southeast corner of 
the airport was opened.

The measure provides that the 


black stickers, designed to prevent 
unauthorized examination of bal- 
lots to determine how individuals 
voted, be used to cover serial 
numbers only on “political” bal- 
lots. Such ballots are defined by 
the bill as those on which the 
names of candidates for national, 
state, county and city offices ap- 
pear, ä 

Enactment of the bill would 
mean elimination of this vital 
safeguard from, ballots proposing 
bond issues, constitutional amend- 
ments, and laws, ordinances and 
other propositions submitted un- 
der the initiative or referendum. 
It likewise would apply to the 
elections of members of school 
boards and other lesser political 
subdivisions. 

The bill strikes at an important 
law, the enactment of which by 
the 1941 Legislature culminated 
efforts of many years to give Mis- 
souri a real secret ballot. 

Representative Dwight Beals of 
Kansas City, sponsor of the bill, 
told the House that there are fre- 
quently too many ballots cast in 
an election to permit sufficient 
time for election officials to put 
the stickers on the ballots in the 
precinct polling places. 

“If we had used them in the 
last election we would still be 
counting the votes,” he declared. 

He later told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that Kansas City voters 
in the last November election had 
to mark ballots on five proposed 
ordinances in addition to those 
for public office and constitution- 
al amendments. He said election 
judges decided to put the black 
stickers only on ballots for pub- 
lic office “because those are the 
only ballots on which the stickers

BRITISH REVEAL 
RADIO SECRET THAT 
BAFFLED GERMANS 


Service Scrambled Talks 
Between Churchill and 
Marshal Montgomery. 


WASHINGTON, May 2 (UP)— 
The British Information Service 
has revealed the secret behind 
secret radio No, 10. 

That was the code name given 
to the secret radio, a specially de- 
vised portable machine by which 
Field Marshal Sir Bernard L. 
Montgomery and Prime Minister 
Winston Churchill maintained 
contact in World War II. 

Montgomery used the radio 
from his battlefield headquarters 
to keep Churchill informed of lat- 
est developments. 

The secret radio was perfected 
by a group of British government 
scientists in four weeks. Spokes- 
men said it was so effective that 
even if German agents did tap 
conversations they would hear 
“just a meaningiess jumble of 
sound.” 

One scientist who helped de- 

velop the No. 10 was Dondd 
Cooke of the signals research and 
development department of the 
British Ministry of Supply. 
The No.. 10 could carry eight 
separate conversations simultane- 
ously on a single wave length. By 
means of a scrambling device the 
conversations were chopped into 
~70,000 impulses each second. These 
chopped impulses then were trans- 
mitted by wireless, received and 
reassembled into the original eight 
conversations.

On that trip, Princess Farid 


was convinced of Riccardi’s hon- 
orable intentions. She gave him 
the ring for disposal. To demon- 
strate his integrity, Riccardi 
placed in her hands 200,000 shares 
of stock in the Leadville copper 
mines, unproductive for 10 years, 
Attorney General Goldstein says. 
The princess returned to New 
York to consider further the ro- 
mantic aspects of the situation. 

Riccardi in October conceded 


that even he was having trouble 


selling the ring for the high price 
of $85,000 he had established. He 
suggested that a half dozen more 
articles of like quality, although 
of less value, would enhance the 
prospects of a profitable transac- 
tion. 

For .an additional six jewels, 
Riccardi handed Princess Farid 
another 200,000 shares of copper 
stock in the same company for 
security. He persuaded her to 
send six truckloads of household 
goods, including expensive rugs, 
paintings and other furnishings, 
to his Arizona home. It was only 
when neither Riccardi’s jewel sale 
nor his divorce materialized after 
months of patient waiting, that 
the suspicions of the Princess 
were aroused. — 


Princess Goes to FBI. 


When Riccardi finally offered 
her $30,000 for the entire lot of 
jewels with which she had en- 
trusted him, she turned him over 
to the Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation. The FBI obtained a fed- 
eral indictment for transporting 
stolen goods, in connection with 
the shipment of furniture, and 
Riccardi was released on $1000 
bond. He returned to Arizona. 

New York newspapers March 
17 published an account of how 
Riccardi had swindled a Long 
Beach (L. I.) jeweler of $16,000 
in a stock transaction involving 
the Leadville securities. The jig 
was up. Princess Farid made for- 
mal complaint to New York au- 
thorities, and extradition proceed- 
ings were begun, 

Riccardi, who was debarred in 
California in 1921, is now in Doug- 
las, Ariz., fighting extradition to 
New York. In California he was 
convicted of jury-fixing but was 
subsequently pardoned. He is said 
to have a record of 10 arrests 
on charges ranging from perjury 
to embezzlement. 

The jewelry Riccardi is ac- 
cused of stealing figured in the 
news in August 1943 when the 
Princess lost the gems on a plane 
ride. They were recovered by the 
FBI. 


Riccardi Once a Beau Brummel 
Here; Left After Arrest in 1916. 


Constantino Vincent Riccardi, 
known as the “Beau Brummel of 


the Cabaret Circuft” in St. Louis, 

acticed law here in 1915 and 
1916. He left the city following 
his arrest on an embezzlement 
charge. 


He had boasted that he handled 
“about all the Italian legal cases 
in the city.” He lived at the ol 
Buckingham Hotel and “flourishe 
in the gay life of the West End 
cabaret circuit,” the Post-Dispatch 
reported Aug. 30, 1916, the day 
after his arrest on the embezzle- 
ment charge. 


He announced in 1916 that he 
was promoting a stock company 
to take over Hotel Beers at Grand 
boulevard and Olive street. An- 
other lawyer complained that Ric- 
cardi accepted a $500 check to 
purchase stock for a client and 
subsequently gave the check to a 
third party without reimbursing 
the maker. That charge was 
dropped. Other complaints by 
Italian clients of Riccardi were 
investigated by the Circuit Attor- 
ney's office but no prosecution 
resulted, 


“When Riccardi appeared in the 
cabaret circuit,” the Post-Dispatch 
reported at the time, “young men 
about town noted he was a fas- 
tidious dresser, he handed out 
monogrammed cigarettes from a 
silver or gold case, he was a man 
of suave and courteous manners 
and he had an automobile painted 
in gay colors. He changed suits 
three times a day.” 


He was introduced to young 
women of wealthy and socially 
prominent families. But after his 
arrest it was learned the Bar As- 
sociation had been investigating 
his career in Indianapolis, Ind., 
and Los Angeles before he came 
to St. Louis. It developed he had 
been ‘indicted in Los Angeles on 
an embezzlement charge, fled to 
Monte Carlo and in 1914 returned 
and surrendered in Los Angeles. 
On the eve of his trial, however,

MILK PRODUCERS URGE 
PRICE AD BY CONGRESS

Seek Rise, Say Limitation on 
Support May Lead to 
Herds’ Liquidation. 


Congressional action to obtain 
higher prices for producers of 
dairy products was sought in a 
resolution adopted by delegates of 
the National Co-operative ilk 
Producers’ Federation meeting at 
Hotel Statler today. 

“Milk producers are being sac- 
rificed on the political scaffold of 
lower food prices and higher 
wages to industrial workers,” the 
resolution declared. “The Presi- 
dent’s limitation on agricultural 
support prices to 90 per cent of 
parity is entirely inadequate for 
milk and milk products and has 
been so acknowledged by Depart- 
ment of Agriculture officials.” 

The association statement de- 
clared that the limitation, because 
of rising production costs, ‘is the 
forerunner to drastic liquidation 
of dairy herds, . . . Failing to re- 
ceive any relief from the executive 
and administrative branches of 
Government, we are appealing to 
the Congress to prevent an other- 
wise inevitable shortage in the 
nation's milk supply.” 

The federation is to present to 
Congress a detailed plan for price 
stabilization through à surplus 
holding-and-disposal pool. More 
than 100 delegates from 47 states 
attended the meeting today. 


FOURTH OF BODIES FOUND 


HOUSTON, Tex., May 2 (AP)— 
Defying efforts of some of the 
state’s top identification experts, 
one-fourth of the bodies recov- 
ered from the Texas City explo- 
sion of April 16 and 17 remained 
unidentified today.

New Head of U. S. c. of 


C. Says Some F irms 


Can’t Cut Prices Due to 
Wage Rises, 


WASHINGTON, May 2 (Ap) 
The new president of the United 
States Chamber of Commerce de- 
clared last night an “across the 
board,” industry-wide slash in 
prices might bring on a severe 
business setback. 


Taking issue with President 
Truman's. call for general price 
cuts to head off inflation and de- 
pression, Earl O. Shreve of New 
York told a press conference’ 
many companies could not comply 
because of recent wage increases. 

Many others, he said, will be 
able to do so “and I believe they 
will.” But he added in a formal 
statement: 

“Talk alone will not bring prices 
down. Nor will the American peo- 


ple be fooled by attempts to make 
business men scapegoats and to 
blame business alone for the wage- 
price spiral.” 

Shreve, a vice president of the 
General Electric Co., was elected 
to succeed William K. Jackson of 
Boston as head of the chamber 
just before 2000 delegates ended 
their annual convention. 

“I have absolute confidence in 
the good judgment of business 
men,” he declared. “With very 
few exceptions they will follow the 
policy of more goods for more peo-. 
ple at less cost.” 

In a statement he expanded his 
views: : 

“Talk alone will not bring prices 
down. Prices are starting to 
come down on many items because 
supply is catching up with de- 
mand. The most effective way of 
achieving wider cuts in prices and 
living costs is to maintain produc- 
tion at high levels.” 


What Convention Approved. 


The convention adopted resolu- 
tions indorsing: 

1A “liberal and realistic“ 
program for lowering tariffs 
and eliminating world trade 
obstacles. | é 

2. Changes in the labor laws 
to outlaw the closed shop, re- 
quire a secret ballot of employes 
on whether they want to strike, 
bar sympathy strikes and outlaw 
“monopolistic practices” by un- 
ions. 

3. The Administration’s $400,- 
000,000 Greece-Turkey aid bill. 

4. Extension of social security 
to workers not now covered, in- 
cluding those employed on farms 
and by the Government. 


The Chamber referred back to 
its committee on international po- 
litical and social problems a pro- 
posal that the United States relax 
its immigration restrictions “for 
the next few years” to admit “a 
reasonable number” of displaced 
persons from Europe. This delays 
Ghamber action on the matter un- 
til the next convention, 

The labor resolution was 
adopted after Senator Ball (Rep.), 
Minnesota, told the Chamber he 
believes employers in the last 10 
years “too often have yielded to 
unions when they should have 
stood up and fought.” 

Unions should keep the right to 
strike, he said, and “employers 
should have the right to beat the 
strike if they can.” 

Marxism and Wishful Thinking. 

Dr. James Bryant Conant, pres- 
ident of Harvard University, sug- 
gested in an address at the clos- 
ing dinner, that Russia may be 
withholding agreement on inter- 
national control of atomic energy 


in the expectation that the Unit- 7 


ed States will “disintegrate in a 
whirlpool of internal troubles.” 

“Even the shrewdest of men, if 
thoroughly imbued with the Marx- 
ist philosophy, can hardly escape 
wishful thinking about the United 
States,” he said. 

“And as long as this thinking 
seems plausible to our Russian 
Allies of World War II, so long 
perhaps may the international 
control of the atomic bomb be de- 
layed.” 

Conant sajd this country already 
is in the atomic age scientifically, 
but that from the industrial stand- 
point the atomic age “lies over 
the horizon.” 

He urged the strengthening of 
the public school system by provid- 
ing federal aid, 

He proposed further a program 
of federal scholarships to bring 
out and develop scientific skills 
among young men and women 
whose potential contributions to 
progress might otherwise be 
wasted,

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PRIVATE CARRIERS 
URGE DISPOSAL OF 
~ US BARGE LINES 


Operators Say They Are 
Able to Carry All Ton- 
nage at Remunerative 
Rates. 


The Congressional subcommittee 
investigating the question of re- 
tention or disposition of Govern- 
ment operation of the Federal 
Barge Lines today heard testimony 
of private barge line operators 
who favor the ending of Govern- 
ment operation. 


The hearing at oHtel Statler 
was adjourned shortly after noon. 
It will be concluded in Washing- 
ton, D.C., beginning at 10 a.m. 
next Wednesday, atter which the 
subcommittee will submit its re- 
port. 

Edward Clemens, executive. vice 
president of the Mississippi Valley 
Co., said he and his associates be- 
lieved the Federal lines should be 
discontinued on routes where they 
compete with privately owned car- 
riers; the St. Louis-New Orleans 
run is such a route, 

He said the Federal lines should 
not be permitted to rehabilitate 
equipment and expand service, 
when privately operated carriers 
are in position to héul all the 
tonnage offered at remunerative 
rates. For the Government to take 
away business of private carriers 
he termed “the most vicious form 
of government in business.” He 
said, in reply to a question, that 
the Federal lines might properly 
operate on the Missouri river, 


where it would not be in compe- 


tition with private concerns. 

A. W. Dan, president of Union 
Barge Corp., said a definite date 
should be set for withdrawal of 
the Federal lines from the Mis- 
sissippi and Ohio rivers, in routes 
competitive with privately owned 
lines. He favored liquidation of 
, the lines within a period less than 
five years. 

A recommendation that the Gov- 
ernment-operated line not be per- 
mitted to expand and that a defi- 
nite date be fixed for its liquida- 
tion was made by Stuart B. Brad- 
ley, Chicago attorney who rep- 
resented the Illinois River Car- 
riers’ Association. 

Bradley also pointed out that 
his association was strongly op- 
posed to any attempt to liquidate 
Federal by selling it as a unit, or 
even as two units, to any single 
organization or group, since he 
feared that such a step would lead 
to airtight monopoly. 

Congress should determine 
whether Federal is in need of 
funds to cover operations for the 
time being, he said, but no expan- 
sion should be permitted. He 
testified also that some of the 
experimentation now being car- 
ried on by Federal could be con- 
tinued by the: privately-owned 
lines, with Government subsidy, at 
much -less cost to the taxpayers. 

Carl Giessow of the Chamber of 
Commerce pointed out that al- 
though he did not favor continued 
competitive operation of Federal, 
he did not want to see the Gov- 
ernment-operated lines withdrawn 
unless assurance were given that 
private operators would provide 
similar service. | 
Representative Evan Howell 
(Rep.), Ilinois, is chairman of the 
subcommittee of the House Small 
Business committee, which is 
holding the hearing. Representa- 
tive Estes Kefauver (Dem.), Ten- 
nessee, and M. W. Rowel, execu- 
tive director of the committee, are 
here with him.

POISONING OF PAIR 


Terror of Family Revealed 


When’ Great-Grand- 
mother Came to Live 


With Them. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 


FAIRFIELD, III., May .2 — 
Samples of a variety of powders 
‘and pills found at the farm home 
great- 
grandmother who faces new 
charges of poisoning her rela- 
tives, were taken to Springfield 
today to be analyzed for possible 
arsenic content, 


Mrs. Winter had not lived at her 
home since being acquitted of 
the murder of her great-grandson, 
Donald Martin, 3 years old, last 
October. She visited the home 
four weeks ago, however, then 
returned to the home of her 
‘daughter and son-in-law, Mr. and 
Mrs. Gerald Burton. 

Last weekend Mrs. Burton and 
her daughter, Marjorie, 16, became 
violently ill after drinking milk, 
and new warrants were issued 
charging Mrs. Winter with at- 
tempting to murder Mrs, Burton 
and Marjorie. 

Tests Show Arsenic. 

Tests showed Marjorie had ar- 
senic in her system. Donald Mar- 
tin had died of arsenic poisoning. 
The bodies of Mrs. Winter's 
brother and sister had been ex- 
humed and showed traces of ar- 
senic. 

Source of the arsenic had not 
been determined today, but Sheriff 
Hal Bradshaw and Robert Walker, 
4nvestigator for the Illinois State 
Bureau of Criminal Investigation, 
found many odd packets of pouw- 
der at Mrs. Winter’s farm home, 
four miles southwest of Fairfield. 
These will be analyzed, and mean- 
while search of the house was con- 
tinued, ° 

Mrs. Winter, 76, smiled and 
talked freely when she appeared 
before Police Magistrate L. E. 
Spriggs yesterday. She joked with 
photographers. Then, with appar- 
ent sincerity, she told reporters: 

“This is an awful way for people 
to treat me, especially my own 
children. Why would I want to 
poison my own granddaughter? 
I never saw arsenic in my life 
before the trial last year.” 

The Burtons made no state- 
ment. In private, however, they 
had told friends and neighbors of 
the terror that had hung over the 
household since “Grandma Win- 
ter” came to live with them. 

Had Her Taste Food. 

They had Mrs. Winter taste the 
food before they would eat it. The 
milk, however, had been in a con- 
tainer in the refrigerator and 
Mrs, Burton and Marjorie had 


helped themselves. 


Dr. Donald B. Frankel, who 
treated Marjorie for arsenic poi- 
soning, quoted the girl as having 
told him her grandmother said re- 
cently: “Sometimes God makes 
people do things they don’t want 
to do. We can’t understand why, 
but we just have to do it.” 

Mrs. Winter is white-haired and 
speaks. with a pleasant voice. She 
was acquitted last October on the 
first ballot by the jury, consisting 
of six men and six women, The 
state’s attorney had been unable 
to show a motive for the alleged 
murder. 

On the new charges, bond was 
set at $4000. Mrs. Winter had not 
posted bond today and sat in a 
rocking chair in her jail cell. She 
waived a preliminary hearing. 


RUSSIA REPORTED DEMANDING

NLESS the crystal balls of a great many politicians, economists 


and other observers here in 


London are more than usually 


Clouded by next year, when the dollars of the American loan 
will probably have run out, a great debate will be raging on both 
sides of the Atlantic. The issue of this debate will be of profound 
historic importance, for in essence it will be concerned with whether 
this island is to remain Great Britain or to become Little England; 
with whether; England is to remain a major force in world affairs. 


The debate has been in inter- 
mittent progress here for many 
months. It is the essential point 
at issue between Foreign Minister 
Ernest Bevin and the Labor party 
rebels. 


Bevin, backed by the great ma- 
jority in Parliament, wishes to co- 
operate with the United States in 
containing Soviet expansion, and 
wishes England to continue to 
carry her heavy load of inter- 
national commitments to the best 
of her ability. 


The rebels, on the other hand, 
wish to divorce British policy 
completely from American policy, 
to cut British commitments all 
over the world and to follow a 
policy of appeasement toward the 
Soviet Union. 


Wallace Puzzled British. 


Few observers believe that the 
issue will be decided until some 
time next year, when the great 
British economic crisis is expected 
to come to a head. 

Meanwhile, however, a kind of 
sneak preview, a special flare-up 
of the issue, was occasioned by 
the recent visit here of Henry A. 
Wallace, under the auspices of 
The New Statesman and Nation, 
intellectual organ of the Labor 
rebels. 


In certain political quarters, 
Wallace was hailed as a Daniel 
come to judgment, and in others 
as a fool and a rogue, but the 
most general reaction seems to 
have been one of genuine puzzie- 
ment. 


An American in these parts is. 
very apt to be asked “What is 
Wallace really getting at, any- 
way?” 

That is not an easy question to 
answer, but, whatever Wallace has 
been trying to get at, the net 
effect of his visit has certainly 
been to strengthen the hands of 
all those who would like to see 
a wedge driven between the for- 
eign policies of England and the 
United States. 

Wallace has a special capacity 
for allowing himself to be used as 
a sounding board. The extent to 
which this is true is illustrated 
by an apparently reliable descrip- 
tion of the way in which his first 
important London speech was pre- 
pared. The speech was roughed 
out at a meeting of Wallace, Mi- 
chael Straight, amiable and intelli- 
gent angel of The New Republic; 

Crossman, spokesman 
and leader of the Labor party 
rebels; and Kingsley Martin, chief 
of the rebels’ braintrust and edi- 
tor of The New Statesman.

LONDON, May 2 (AP). 
BRITISH Foreign Office 
spokesman defended Rus- 
sian Premier Joseph Stalin 
yesterday against what he 
called “distorted” newspaper 
stories, 

The spokesman opened his 
press conference with a volun- 
tary denial of a London-dated 
New York Herald Tribune ar- 
ticle by Stewart Alsop (which 
appeared also in the Post- 
Dispatch) and an almost iden- 
tical account from Washington 
in the London Daily Telegraph 
picturing Stalin as ill-informed 
and hinting that the recent 
meeting of Stalin and British 
Foreign Secre Ernest 

indicated a widening 
gulf between the two nations. 

“I am able to say that this 
account of the purported dis- 
cussions between Mr. Stalin 
and Mr. Bevin is most mis- 
leading and gives a distorted 
and out-of-focus picture of 
what actually took place,” the 
spokesman declared.

CRAZY-QUILT IN NEWBURYPORT PLAN

HAT most people don’t know about the Newburyport 10 per 
cent off price plan is that the leading and only hotel in town

the liquor stores, but the bars did. 


The hairdressers were all for it, but the barbers weren't. The doctors 
and other professional men gave it the go-by; likewise the drug stores. 


But the grocers were in on the plan, and so were the dry goods stores, 


and Kresge’s 5 and 10. 


The plan had this marvelous vir- 
tue: It was all things to all mer- 
a You could be in and yet 
out. 

When the plan was launched, 
the canny New Englanders sent 
10,000 letters to their suppliers, 
saying in effect: We think prices 
are too high; we think prices 
ought to come down. We're going 
to cut 10 per cent. We want you 
to cut 10 per cent to us.” 

Not All Items Cut. 


Under the rules, a merchant did 
not have to reduce the price on 
those items in which the manu- 
facturer did not offer a compen- 
sating reduction, 

Ready-to-wear stores were en- 
thusiastic from the start. 

Gasoline stations went for it 
half-hog. or more than whole hog, 
depending on your point of view. 
They reduced the price per gallon 
one cent. That’s only 5 per cent, 
at 20 cents a gallon. However, 
since their profit to begin with 
was only % cent, per gallon, they 
took a quarter-penny loss on every 
gallon sold, and did a booming 
business, 


Fair trade (price-fixed) items 
were exempt. Yet here again, there 
were hundred percenters. These 
charged $4, say, for a standard- 
brand shirt, then refunded 40 
cents to the customer, 


Some automobile dealers applied 
it to new cars. Indeed, when a 
quick - thinking Philadelphian 
wired, “I like your plan very much. 
I want a two or four-door sedan,” 
he got a wire back, from a Kaiser- 
Frazer dealer: “Come get your 
car.” 

But in most cases, since no cars 
were on hand, the cut was a ges- 
ture, 

Some appliance dealers, but not 
most, went for the 10 per cent re- 
duction too, even though no big 
manufacturer agreed to the 
scheme, 


Crazy-quilt Effect. 

The effect was a crazy-quilt. 
Some goods in some stores were 
marked down 10 per cent, the same 
goods in other stores were not. 
In some stores, all goods were 
marked down, in others it was an 
item-by-item proposition, 

Thus the Newburyport scheme 
was far from what the headline 
writers tabbed it—a 10 per cent 


across-the-board proposition.

In some items, cuts have run 
as high as 30 per cent. 

In Newburyport, presumably, 
some merchants reduced all goods 
equally, even some goods which 
might ordinarily have been cut 
more than 10 per cent. By this 
across-the-board cut, the clear- 
ance goods sells for more than it 
might have, while the regular 
stock goes for 10 per cent less. 
Conceivably, profits could rise as 
the result. 

Meanwhile, the country’s basic 
price structure is very much like 
the Newburyport plan — a crazy- 
quilt of variegation. 

This week General Electric an- 
nounced price increases on its ap- 
pliances while International Paper 
cut kraft liner-board and corru- 
gated containers, The steel com- 
panies declared that price reduc- 
tions were not feasible while the 
head of the National Retail Dry 
Goods Association said prices 
must come down.

Danger’ to U.S. 
Lead in Science 


Atom Expert Cites 
Complacency, Politi- 
cal Control as Perils 
to Position. 


WASHINGTON, May 2 (AP) 
FAMED atomic scientist said 
A today there is “grave danger” 
that America may lose its lead 
in scientific achievement. 

Dr. S. A. Goudsmit, Northwest- 
ern University physicist, declared 
that Germany lost the atomic 
bomb race because of stupidity 
and a clash of political dogma. 

“It could happen here, too,” he 
added in an address prepared for 
the American Physical Society. 

Goudsmit listed these four rea- 
sons why Germany didn’t beat the 
United States to the atomic punch: 

1. “Extreme conceit of Ger- 
man scientists which made them 
certain that their work was 
ahead of ours.” 

2. A clash between Nazi 
dogmas and science which 
drove many capable physicists 
into exile and reduced the num- 
ber of students interested in 
pure science.” 

3. “Incompetence in adminis- 
trative posts. Administrators got 
their jobs because of party con- 
nections and they were usually 
inferior administrators who did 
not have the confidence of the 
scientists they were supposed to 
guide.” 

4. “Hero worship of a single 
physicist instead of free clash 
of opinion of research workers 
and engineers.” 


“There is grave danger that we 
might in the future make the 
same errors as the Germans,” 
Goudsmit said. 

“Complacency, lack of interest 
in ‘long-haired’ science among our 
youth, political influence in ad- 
ministrative contro! of science, all 
are possible over here and may 
have a fatal effect on the advance 
of science.” 

Goudsmit said the Germans had 
a head start on the Allies in 
‘atomic bomb work but because of

The misled people who saw their great cities 
bombed to rubble and brickdust now will go 
under another kind of warfare. In the long run 
it may be harder than the kind from which 
bomb shelters offered some escape. 

This depressing situation does not mean that 
the Western Allies are without opportunity to 
demonstrate the validity of their ideas and their 
case. The exact opposite is true. The United 
States is in charge of its zone just as much as 
the Russians are in charge of their zone, If 
the Russians insist on teaching Communism in 
their area—and it is only natural that they do 
—it is for us to espouse democratic teachings 
and practices in our zone so firmly, so convinc- 


ingly, so effectively that our political ideals will 


not suffer when pitted against those of the 
Russians. 

The case of 14-year-old Bernhard Megele of 
Furstenfeldbruck, in Bavaria, is one measure of 
our chance of success. Two years ago, this Ger- 
man youth was on his way to becoming a SS 
trooper, After V-E day, military government 
found him “troublesome.” As the months passed, 
Bernhard began to see what the occupation was 
about, why the Americans were in his country, 
what they were attempting to do. The other day 
his essay, What Democracy Means to Ger- 
many,” won him the right to be a youthful 
“military governor’ for one day. He had 
written: 

Democracy develops within the hearts of 
le and cannot be dictated to them. We 

ave no such thing today in Germany and it 
will be a tremendous task to educate the 
people. I believe the occupation forces and 
the old German Democrats have set an 
example, The light of hope is beginning to 
show. — | 

Not to make the very most of every encourage- 
ment of this sort would be to sell democracy 
short in Germany if not out entirely. To do our 
work as it should be done requires us to have 
not second- and third-rate personnel, but repre- 
sentatives of democracy who are examples as 
well as advocates, 

It is up to us to bulwark the development 
of a genuine free press from the newspapers 
which have been licensed by the Army’s In- 
formational Control Division. These editors, 
many of whom went through concentration 
camps, cannot be left to founder on the rocks 
of political dissension ahd hardship. 2 

What is true of the political field is no less 
true in the economic field. If the Russians won't 
play ball, it is a grave misfortune and we should 
keep on telling them so in blunt language, as 
Secretary Marshall is doing. But let the British 
and the Americans persuade the French to join 
us in an economic co-ordination and let us show 


“in the whole of Western Germany what wise 


ordering and exchange of food, products and 
supplies can achieve. 

It would be a fatal mistake for the American 
people and their leaders in Washington to fall 
into a practice of excusing themselves for do- 
ing less than their best simply because of the 
stalling role the Russians have assumed. Soviet 
strategy makes it only the more urgent that 
there be determined, positive, constructive, meas- 
urable action on our part. The only thing the 
Russians reswect, the one thing they recognize, 
is performance. 

The American people have a golden chance 
to perform for democracy in their three states 


of Bavaria, Grosse Hesse and Wuerttemberg- | 


Baden. Joined with the British and French, our 
people are responsible for the heart and strength 
of Germany, as distinguished from Prussia and 
the Junker lands. 

The first tangible result of the failures at 
Moscow should be a doubling of the will of 
our citizens to succeed in their historic oppor- 
tunity in Germany.

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William P. Young on the Stand 


Testifying before the legislative investigating 
committee as operating head of the Centralia 
Coal Co., William P. Young said that the mine 
in which 111 men lost their lives had been lax 
in carrying out safety requirements and had 
been using “permissible explosives in a non- 
permissible manner.“ 

This confession of non-compliance amounts to 


an assumption of responsibility on the part of 


the company for the explosion. It does not ex- 
plain why the company was not forced by the 
state of Illinois to comply. That is what the 
legislative inquiry needs above all else to bring 
out. 

In his 1940 appeal for miners' votes, Dwight 
H. Green said that “the shot-firers’ law required 
that no blasting of coal shall be permitted in 
a mine until all workmen have left the mine, 
not to return until after an investigation has 
been made following explosion of the shots.” 
He pledged that this law and “all other laws 
protecting the same health, safety and lives of 
the men employed in the mines will be enforced 
rigidly and thoroughly.”

Mr. Ehrenburg As a Critic 


That highly talented Russian writer, Ilya 
Ehrenburg, has turned loose in Pravda an article 
severely critical of the United States, and a lot 
of it is true, as when he castigates us for de- 
priving Negroes of their right to vote. Some of 
it is witty, as when he says America carries a 
bomb in one pocket and an Easter egg in the 
other, But the net effect shows that Mr. Ehren- 
burg hardly has mastered the art of winning 
friends and influencing people. 

It was a year ago that the American Society 
of Newspaper Editors, with the innocént idea 
of doing something to improve Soviet-American 
relations, invited Mr. Ehrenburg and two other 

iters to come to the United States. 


They came. After they spoke to the editors in 
Associated Press, a Russian offensive, economi- 


Washington, they were given a tour of thb 

country. Upon them the State Department lav- 

ished hospitality and let them see whatever they 
see in the country. 

Mr. Ehrenburg, the most vocal of the three 
didn’t care much about us. He saw us as a lan 
of contrasts. In New York, someone showed 
him a box of cigars that cost $200; in the Mis- 
sissippi Delta, he saw a family of eight that 
earned $200 a year. He couldn't buy a glass of 
wine in Mississippi, but he had to pay $1.50 
to cross a toll bridge, on which he comments: 
“On some occasions the government or the 
state is all-powerful, on other occasions the 
government or the state is powerless.” is 

Writers like Faulkner and Hemingway appeal 
to Mr. Ehrenburg, but he is appalled by the 
depths and the immensity” of the platitudes in 
our movies. He wonders how we cam have such 
wonderful universities, laboratories and mu- 
seums, alongside Lions’ Clubs, “where full-grown 
men, merchants of suspenders or of electric 
ranges, imitating lions, roared upon command.” 

We Americans wonder about some of these 
things ourselves and avidly read the criticism 
of them by our Sinclair Lewises, but Mr. Ehren- 
burg seems to have made it his business to 
stress all our hypocrisies, vanities and injustices 
instead of interpreting America as a whole to 
his people. His is essentially the art of the 
literary caricaturist. What makes him particu- 
larly furious is the practice of free journalism 
in this country. Which led Walter Lippmann to 
say that 


the issue which divides his country from 
our own is that an Ilya Ehrenburg can de- 
nounce Bilboism in Mississippi, but that he 
cannot admit that anywhere in the whole 
vast expanse of the Soviet Union and of its 
imperial orbit there is anyone who does 
violence to the rights and dignity of man. 


We think someone should hint to Comrade 
Stalin that if he wants the Russian people to 
get an understanding of the American people, 
Comrade Ehrenburg is not exactly the ideal man

A Push for Higher Prices 


Nearly everyone knows there is a choice be- 
tween lower prices and a deflationary bump, but 
organized druggists and other retailers yearn 
for a free ride while others make the sacrifices. 
Now they have prevailed on the Missouri House 
to perfect their perennial bill to boost prices. 

Under the bill, manufacturers of trade- 
marked articles could offer contracts prescrib- 
ing minimum retail prices on their goods. If 
even one retailer signed up, any dealer who sold 
cheaper than those prices could be sued for 
damages. 

Believers in Henry Ford I’s creed of small 
margins and high volume would have to re- 
nounce it and join the unprogressive merchants 
who price high and stay half-idle. Cash-and- 
carry and self-service stores would have to raise 
to the prices of clerk-service and charge-and- 
deliver stores. A big New York store had to 
boost 4000 items an average of one-seventh. 

Sponsors always call it “fair trade,” but the 
tinsel halo does not make it fair to destroy the 
consumer’s right to shop for bargains. Nor is 
it fair to destroy the business incentive to seek 
competitive advantage over less pfogressive mer- 
chants. ) 

Minimum-price laws, Laird Bell, a champion 
of private capitalism, said on this page Wednes- 
day, “do not represent free enterprise.” He 
correctly concluded, rather, that they are en- 
terprise-killers which heighten the chances of 
dynamic Communism—which is certainly a poor 
game for business men to play. 

A House supporter called it a “minimum-wage 
bill for little retailers.” The analogy is false. 
Retailers are capitalists, and free competition is 
the heart of capitalism. Any who don’t like com- 


petition can quit and become employes of some- 


one else. In contrast, minimum wages for labor 
simply recognize that employes paid less than 
their maintenance are an expense to society as 
a whole. 

The bill may be well-intended but it is stupid 
and evil. Missouri has held out against it since 
1937 and should do so again.

Do Senators Taft and Ball and their co- 
horts in Congress want a law reasonably 
regulating labor unions? Or do they sim- 
ply want a veto? 


The suspicion grows strong in Washing- 
ton that their objective is the veto. Their 
reasoning is said to be that if Mr. Truman 
should veto the omnibus labor bill which 
they are contriving, the onus which has 
fallen so far on the Republican majority 
for failure to enact effective regulatory 
legislation would be shifted to the Presi- 
dent. Moreover, if he vetoed the bill and 
industrial strife continued, he'd get the 
blame for that, too. 


On the other hand, if he signed the bill 
and it proved unworkable, or self-defeating 
like the Smith-Connally anti-strike law, 
he’d have to share the public reproof with 
Congress. And if he signed it and it proved 
successful, he’d get practically none of the 
credit. The Republican authors would grab 
the major share, 


A Presidential Counterstroke 


We think the President might resolve 
this dilemma by speaking out in advance, 
letting Congress know what his ideas are 
about the bill which the House has passed 


“and that which is pending in the Senate. 


If the Republican Congress should then 
deliberately pass a bill which it had notice 
the President would veto (and it is unlikely 
that such a veto could be over-ridden in 
the Senate), the sham would be apparent 
to the country, 


Meanwhile, however, we do not mean to 
imply that Mr, Truman has been a sphinx 
on regulatory labor legislation, More than 
once he has said it is needed, 


For this he has borne torrents of abuse 
from organized labor leaders. Thus he 
cannot be deterred by the vituperation of 
the labor professionals. These have in- 
sisted always that any form of regulation 
would “enslavement” and “Fascism.” 
But Truman has taken a different 
view, revealing himself deeply conscious of 
the problem existing. 


The “Fact-Finding” Episode 


After a conference of top labor and man- 
agement leaders the President called in 
late 1945 failed to offer constructive sug- 
gestions for putting down strikes, he made 
a proposal of his own. He sent a message 
to Congress asking that the principle of the 
Railway Labor Act be extended to cover 
“industrial disputes in important nation- 
wide industries.” He repeated the proposal 
in his annual message to Congress in Jan- 
uary 1946, but got no action, 


The following May a nation-wide walk- 
out of engineers and trainmen knocked the 
Railway Labor Act into a cocked hat as a 
model labor law. Then Mr. Truman asked 
Congress for a drastic emergency law to 
apply only for a limited duration of time. 
The House promptly, by 306 votes to 13, 
gave him what he wanted. But the strike 
ended and the measure died in the Senate. 


In his address to Congress asking for an 
emergency law to deal with the rail strike, 
Mr. Truman had suggested that a joint 
committee of the two houses be set up to 
study the whole problem seriously and 
‘draft permanent labor legislation. Instead, 
Congress within a few days sent him the 


Case bill. This he vetoed as ill-considered, 
though he expressed agreement with many 
of its objectives, 


His veto was sustained by a narrow 
margin in the House. In his annual mes- 
sage last January, he again discussed labor 
legislation, He thought Congress ought to 
set up a special commission to study the 
matter, including especially the “unique 
problem of nation-wide strikes in vital in- 
dustries affecting the public interest.” The 
proposed commission was to make its re- 
port and recommendations by March 15. 
But Congress did not set it up. 


“Moderate” Case Bill Veto 


Thus, considering the extreme difficulty 
of the problem, Mr. Truman has been 
pretty reasonable on the whole, The Case 
bill veto is the most extended discussion 
of his views on the subject. It was, as we 
have suggested, a moderate document. The 
President's objections were largely to 


methods and machinery proposed. For in- 


atance, he thought the jurisdictional strike 
and the “improper application of the sec- 
ondary boycott” ought to be outlawed. But 
he did not believe this could be done sim- 
ply by making unions subject to the anti- 
trust laws, as the bill proposed, 


Perhaps his most telling objection to the 
measure was its inadequacy. “. . Not 
a single one of the recent major strikes 
would have been affected by this bill had 
it been law.” He left himself squarely on 
record as believing that “labor is now rap- 
idly ‘coming of age’ and that it should 
take its place before the bar of public opin- 
ion on an equality with management.” 


In the light of all this, it is extremely 
low politics to be thinking of labor legisla- 
tion only in terms of how to put Mr, Tru- 
man on a spot. It is impossible to believe 
that the President and the Republican Con- 
gress could not get together if the latter 
were willing to think, instead, in terms of 
the public interest.

But for the teacher it is not things—it’s 
people.” 


Added California Schoolmarm Kathryn 
H. Martin, in the educational magasine

“The most interesting thing about teach- 
ing is not what you already know, but how 
much you learn and need to learn. Most of 
us don't know very much, but we keep on 
trying because the children insist.”

Between Book Ends 


Juneau and Points North 
FOUR FARES TO JUNEAU, by Marie Sell. ttiustrated 
by Erna Karolyi. (Whittlesey House, New York.) 
ALASKA; LAND OF TOMORROW, by Edward A. Here 
ron. (Whittlesey House, New York.) 

These two books about Alaska are di- 
rected toward the same general theme, but 
arrive there over vastly different routes. 
“Four Fares to Juneau” tells how a typical 
American, family journeyed to Alaska in 
quest of new opportunity. “Alaska: Land 
of Tomorrow” analyzes the opportunities 
now existing in our huge Far North empire. 

Marie and Jim Small found Alaska a 
stern, harsh place to make a living. Jim 
toiled long hours in the woods for the For- 
est- Service. The rigorous climate was hard 
on the children, In the ghost town of 
Thane, the family bought a crumbling shack 
for $18 and remodeled it. 

Mrs. Small writes simply and feelingly, 
and she brings to her book some of Alas- 
ka’s big, brutal outdoors and its frontier 
spirit. One can wish that she had men- 
tioned less about the backwoods sanitary 
facilities, in what is a rather obvious at- 
tempt to capitalize on a subject stressed 
in “The Egg and I.” 

Edward A. Herron has written his book 
for the discharged soldier who would take 
the late President Roosevelt's advice to 
settle in Alaska. Mr. Herron is well aware 
of Alaska’s pioneering possibilities, but he 
warns of the monopolistic control wielded 
in the territory by absentee mining, trad- 
ing and cannery interests, 

He also describes the poverty among 
Alaska’s original owners, its Indians and 
Eskimos, The highest tuberculosis rate on 
earth is not something of which a great 
democracy can be proud. Ninety per cent 
of the X-rays taken in the villages along 
the Arctic Ocean indicated presence of TB.

The English Do a Fine Irish Picture 


To the list of fine English pictures which have demon- 
strated that the British can match, artistically at least, the 
best product Hollywood can offer, may now be added “ODD 
MAN OUT,” which opened yesterday at the ST. LOUIS THEA- 

TER. | 

Produced and directed by Carol Reed, who 
did “The Stars Look Down,” and starring 
James Mason, the No. 1 English box-office 
attraction, the film is a brilliant job. It is a 
story of the last eight hours spent by a slowly 
dying Irish revolutionary who has been badly 
wounded in a linen. mill holdup which he 
staged to get funds for his organization, The melodramatic, 
but superbly underplayed details of the holdup, the escape, and 
the relentless manhunt give way to a depiction of contrasting 
human fear and avarice and human faith as the fugitive al- 
ternately is aided by kindly people, cast off as a pariah or 

becomes the prey of those seeking the reward. ‘ 

Reed has created a tense and somber atmosphere through 
which his characters move darkly. The camera follows the 
hunted man from one hiding place to another with mounting 
tension and suspense, A jumble of grotesque characters from 
the slums of the Irish water-front come into the plot—a woman 
smuggler who betrays the fugitive’s Gomrades to the guns of 
the police, a hack driver, a timid vagrant who tries to sell 
the stricken man to a kindly priest who wants to save his 
soul, a mad artist who gets him so he can paint the look of 
death that lies on him, a renegade medical student who tries 
to save him physically, a saloon keeper who casts him out. 
These contrast with a girl who has such faith in him she 
chooses deliberately to die with him, 

In its morality theme, the story by Robert Sheriff and 
R. L. Green loses much of its clarity, but the superb acting and 
the dark, brooding photography by Robert Krasker, undoubt- 
edly one of the world’s best cameramen, make it absorbing 
right to the end. As the bitter, paln-racked fugitive, Mason 
does probably the best work of his career. But almost all the 
performances are at top level—by such Abbey Theater players 
as F. J. McCormick as the. derelict, Denie O’Dea as the in- 
spector, Kathleen Ryan as the heroine, W. G. Fay as the priest, 
Robert Beatty as the revolutionary lieutenant, Maureen De- 
laney as the informer, plus such English actors as Robert 
Newton as the artist and Fay Compton as 4 housewife, When 
all the returns are in, “Odd Man Out,” should rank as one of 
the best pictures of the year. 85 eo

“The Lost Weekend” was a grim and realistic 
clinical study, Smash-Up,“ is more the con- 
ventional story of the wife neglected by the 
successful and too-busy husband. In this case 
he’s a crooner mobbed by the bobby-soxers 
and she simply takes to drink instead of an- 
other man for compensation, | 
It’s a well-made picture and is pretty entertaining, but just 
hasn't the dramatic strength it should have. It merely sug-

Hayworth does a competent job as the woman lush, but she 
isn't allowed by the direction and story to get into that shock- 
ing state of deterioration that Ray Milland so skillfully por- 
trayed. bes 

There is some talk in the dialogue about her being a sick 
woman, to be treated as such, but the script portrays her 
actually as a sympathetic character, driven to her straits by the 
fact her husband (Lee Bowman) has given her all the luxuries 
and “robbed her of responsibilities.” This might comfort house- 
wives. in the audience who can return home to the dirty dishes 
and their swarming broods thankful that these responsibilities 
are saving them from the curse of drink, but it hardly makes 
dramatic sense.

HYDE PARK, Thursday. 

ARLY yesterday morning, I 

took my driving test in Pough- 

keepsie, I thought it might 
seem strange to drive again after 
such a long time, but I found I 
was able to carry out all of the 
directions and answer all of the 
questions. So now my license has 
been reinstated and I may no 
longer be lazy—I must drive my- 
self around the neighborhood in- 
stead of always calling on some- 
one else to drive me. 

The other day, I received from 
Sir Carl Berendsen a most beauti- 
ful wooden case made by dis- 
abled veterans of New Zealand. 
Of every variety of New Zealand 
wood, it contains three drawers. 
In one of them was a bound col- 
lection of photographs taken dur- 
ing my visit to New Zealand a 
few years ago. In the second 
drawer, there was a bound col- 
lection of newspaper clippings, 
and in the third, a volume of 
clippings which appeared at the 
time of my husband's death. 

I spent quite a little while look- 
ing over the photographs and 
remembering the very beautiful 
New Zealand countryside. How 
courageous and independent her 
people are, and how well her men 
and women alike stood up under 
the sacrifices of war! 

New Zealand is largely an ag- 
ricultural country. I remember 
how amused I was to see cows 
wearing coats in the fields. 
Women left alone during the war 
ran these large dairy and sheep 
farms without any help, for men 
were just not to be found. There 
is very little great wealth in New 
Zealand but, as far as I could 


see, no great poverty, either. 

Hunting and fishing are popular 
sports. I was amused to have it 
pointed out to me that, though 
some of their trout had come from 
the United States, the transplant- 
ing had done wonders and the 
trout were now many times larger 
than they were in their original 
habitat. 

There must be hundreds of 
young American men who sperit 
some time in New Zealand during 
the war. And I am sure that none 
of them will ever forget the kind- 
ness and hospitality shown them 
by people who were harassed by 
troubles but who nevertheless 
found time to show their gratitude 
to us by being kind to our men 
stationed there. 


It was Prime Minister Peter 
Fraser’s kind thought in sneding 
me the wooden cabinet that has 
led to all of these reminiscences. 
I hope he will be pleased that, be- 
cause of their historical value, I 
am putting the cabinet and the 
bound volumes it contains into the 
Franklin D. Roosevelt library, 
where future students can exam- 
ine them. 


When we drove up to the coun- 
try late Tuesday afternoon, the 
forsythia all along the parkway 
was fully out and made the most 
wonderful banks of yellow. In the 
fields, one saw occasional nodding 
daffodils. The only other flower 
I saw was a small purple flower 
that grows like a carpet.

ey OO many elderly persons re- 


sort to sedatives, hypnotics or 

narcotics for insomnia (writes 
a reader approaching 80), If they 
remain in bed 10 hours—as most 
of them can—five hours of sleep 
will be enough. 


Pm just a one-horse-and-buggy 
doctor but I do think there is good 
sense in what the man says. I 
even thought I should point out 
the difference between sedatives 
and narcotics, but with your per- 
mission we'll skip that—after all, 
medicine that purports to calm, 
quiet or benumb the nerves gener- 
ally makes you dull-witted, drowsy 
or sleepy too. 


So far as health and safety may 
be concerned, I think, such drugs, 
remedies or medicines are all 
“dope”, no matter what obscure 
practitioner or eminent specialist 
may have prescribed them origi- 
nally—if at all. Dope, says Web- 
ster, is any preparation used to 
stupefy. For example, says Brady: 
opium, laudanum (tincture of 
opium), paregoric (camphorated 
tincture of opium), codeine, mor- 
phine, heroin, bromides, chloral 
hydrate, the numerous modifica- 
tions or brands of barbiturates 
such as barbital, phenobarbital, 
veronal, luminal, amzytal, dial, 
ipral, neonal, pentobarbital, and 
alcohol (beer, ale, wine liquor). 


Whether you chose to regard 
any of these as “dope” (that is, 
stupefying) or not there’s no 
a the fact that the drüg 
dulls, benumbs or blunts sensi- 


bility, consciousness, judgment, 


alterness, conscience, 
R ® 


A FEW OTHER DRUGS not 
usually classified as stupefying 
are freely available to childrgn or 
adults without serious restrictions 
by the government, cheap as dirt 
and recklessly used by the thirty 
million morons in the country just 
as the vendors unge the morons 
to use the drugs—say “when you 
have that ache all over” or that 
“tired” feeling, or “when you have 
had too good a time” or “when 
you have over-indulged’ or when 
you have ache, pain, anxiety or 
worry“ —in such circumstances all 
you have to do, you dimwit, is 
take “a few doses of acetanilid 
(phenyl-acetamidide), phenacetin 
(acetophenetidin) or aspirin (ace- 
tylsalsilic acid), more or less dis- 
guised in one nostrum or another, 
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and if the stuff doesn’t end all 
of your sufferings it will at least 
benumb your sensibility of your 
trouble for an hour or two.

I 
believe it is dangerous to take 
aspirin, even a single dose, and 
remain up and about during the 
two hours the drug is working.

Cut out the “eyes” and the 
tough core and cut the rest of the 
slice into wedges or dice, Place 
in a mixing bowl in layers, sprin- 
kling each layer with sugar. Cover 
and let stand several hours before 
serving, so juice will flow and 
sugar dissolves. The fruit may he 
placed in the refrigerator if de-|5 
sired, but the flavor will be more 
pronounced if it is not served too 


cold 
from fingers: 


To eat A con- 
venient way to serve fresh pine- 
apple is to cut away or to pull out 
the spines and remove the “eyes” 
with all their attached flesh one 
at a time by cutting out with an 
apple corer or a sharp knife. The 
cones may then be taken in the 
fingers and dipped in sugar to 
eat. This eliminates the necessity 
for peeling. 

Pineapple and Cucumber Salad. 

One-half medium pineapple, one 
medium cugumber, one-third cup 
French dressing, one-fourth pound 
cheddar cheese, lettuce, 


Choose and prepare pineapple 
exactly as described above except 
to cut the wedges of pineapple 
into thin slices. Peel the cucum- 
ber thinly and cut into thin slices. 
Toss pineapple and cucumber to- 
gether just enough to combine in- 
timately. Heap lightly into let- 
tuce cups. Drizzle French dress- 
ing over the mixture to coat well. 
Serve immediately with a triangle 
of cheese, If a sweeter salad is 
desired, add one tablespoon of 
sugar or honey to the dressing and 
shake or beat well to blend before 
adding to the salad.
